ARMY OF JAPANS 
DRAWS CLOSE TO 
CHINESE TROOPS 


(fly T ho A sso ciate! P ros*) 
Japanese infantry, pressing south­ 
ward from Tientsin, came close to­ 
day to the life of northward-moving 
central Chinese government troops. 
At Tehchow, on the border of 
Hopeh and Shantung provinces to 
the 
south, 
Japanese 
warplanes 
bombed a vanguard of the advanc­ 
ing Chinese armies. 
The Japanese 
march, however, was almost unre­ 
sisted. 
It followed the Tientsin-Pukow 
railroad, about 15 miles south of 
Trientsin. the same route the cen­ 
tral Chinese government forces were 
said to be taking north. 
The head 
of the Chinese column was report­ 
ed to have reached southern Hopeh 
province. 
Its first function would be to bol­ 
ster reorganization of the Chinese 
29th army, now only a few miles 
from the Japanese western flank, in 
Hopeh province, where the Japanese 
claim a special sphere of Influence. 
Chinese reported another Japanese 
column marching behind a screen of 
aerial 
bombardment toward 
Pao- 
tingfu, 
Hopeh 
province 
capital, 
southwest of Peiping. 
The newspaper Izvestia, official 
Moscow organ of the Soviet govern­ 
ment, charged Japan was trying “to 
provoke a conflict with the U. S. S. 
R by any means.” 
It denounced a white Russian raid 
yesterday on the Soviet consulate 
general at Tientsin and expressed 
sympathy for China.

Washington, Aug. 3 (AP). — The 
White House announced that At­ 
torney General Cummings had held 
that President Roosevelt could fill 
the current Supreme Court vacancy 
whether Congress was in session, in 
recess or had adjourned. 
The President had requested the 
informal opinion by the attorney 
general. 
Stephen T. Early, White House 
press secretary, said Mr. Roosevelt 
had not decided when he would ap­ 
point a successor to Justice Willis 
Van Devanter, who retired June 2. 
Early 
said 
Cummings’ 
opinion 
was based “both on precedent and 
on law.” 
The text of the opinion was not 
made public.

Orange, N. J., Aug. 3 (AP).—Pro­ 
testing display of the swastika at 
the German-American bund’s New 
Jersey camp, the state department 
of the veterans of foreign wars 
urged Monday that the legislature 
pass a law prohibiting the carrying 
of any foreign flag in this state. 
The veterans want "no flags but 
the stars and stripes carried in this 
country -and that applies to all,” 
said Thomas V. Fields, state V. F. 
W commander. 
The organization looks at the 
question as "generic,” he said, re­ 
iterating the V. F. W, slogan of “one 
flag, one language, one country.” 
Along with the resolution against 
foreign flags, the veterans’ state ad­ 
ministrative council also adopted, at 
a meeting last night, resolutions 
asking congressional and state in­ 
vestigations of alleged un-American 
activities at the bund’s camp at 
Andover. 
From the camp yesterday came a 
statement by Herman von Busch of 
Newark, bund state secretary, that 
"we are not afraid of any congres­ 
sional investigation.” 
’’The American people know,” he 
told a Sunday gathering at Camp 
Nordland. "that we are not trying 
to undermine the United States gov­ 
ernment.”
